A crazed, trigger-happy, White 
killer cop shot young Tyrone 
Guyton to death a year ago on 
November 1. Reflection on the 
tragedy prompts one to ask: Has 
thé Black community in a year’s 
time made any progress towards 
ending this kind of vicious police 
killing of our youth? 

One then remembers the 
names of other young Black men 
whose lives were claimed by 
policeinthepastyear: 14-year-old 
Claude Reese, Jr., murdered in 

ew к; 18-yéar-old Johnny 
Johnson, murdered in Dallas; 
14-year-old George Johnson, 
murdered in Dallas; 21-year-old 
Allen Jerome Brown, murdered 
in Chattanooga, were a few, 

How many other such murders 
failed to receive national atten- 
tion? 

The cold-blooded killing of our 
youth results in the greatest 
emotion and outrage by the 
community. Wanton police аі- 
tacks are but one instrument of 
violence perpetrated against us 
by the oppressor. The power 
structure slits our throats by 
other, more subtle, means: denial 
of decent housing, health care, 
food, clothing, employment. and 
education for example. 

How long must the Black 
community suffer? 

There have been rallies against 
police murder, massive protests 
demanding prosecution of killer 
cops. But none have been 
brought to justice. Will we sit 
back and permit the untimely 
deaths of our young men? 

The question should call forth 
intense emotion, although this 
won't return us our dead sons, 

Has the Black community 
progressed towards preventing 
our genocide? Looking back over 
the year should invoke anger. 

Let's start planning our coun- 
terattack for the coming year and 
turn our rage into concrete 
action. O

PEOPLE'S CHINA 
AT THE 
U.N. 


The following are excerpts from 
@ speech by Chiao Kuan-hua, a 
deputy foreign minister of the 
People’s Republic of China, 
which was delivered to the 29th 
Session of the United Nations 
General Assembly on October 2, 
1974. 

“New and important victories 
have been won by the people of 
all countries in their struggle 
against colonialism, imperialism 
and hegemonism since the start 
of the 28th Session of the United 
Nations General Assembly last 
year 

“The numerous Third World 
countries have become the main 
force in the revolutionary strug- 
gle against the two hegemonic 
powers. 

“More and more people have 
seen through the so-called ‘de- 
tente’ played up by the super- 
powers. All the basic contra- 
dictions in the world are further 
sharpening, particularly the con- 
tradiction between the two 
superpowers on the one hand and 
the people of all countries on the 
other and the contradiction be- 
tween the two superpowers 
themselves. 

“Tt is now evident to all that the 
world today is amidst more 
intense turbulence and unrest... 

“The Asian, African and Latin 
American peoples have suppor- 
ted each other in struggle, and 
they have become ever morekeen- 
ly aware that unity is strength. 
At various conferences, they 
have strongly denounced colonia- 
lism, racism, zionism, imperial- 
ism and hegemonism. Their just 
struggles and those of the people 
of other countries, supporting 
and complementing each other, 
are pounding away at the old 
international order which the 
superpowers vainly attempt to 
maintain, 

“In the past year, the conten- 
tion between ‘the two super- 
powers, the United States and the 
Soviet Union, for spheres of in- 
fluence and world hegemony has 
become more intense. This is a 
fact which no agreements be- 
tween them can cover up. 

“The Soviet leadership has 
lauded these agreements to the

(Oakland, Calif.) - The Com- 
mittee for Justice for Tyrone 
Guyton is now in the final stages 
of organizing two major com- 
munity events for November 1, 
the day three White Emeryville 
policemen gunned down the 


~™»reyoung, 14-year-old Black youth 


one block from his West Oakland 
home. 

To symbolically commemorate 
Tyrone’s tragic death, and to 
openly display continued com- 
munity outrage over the refusal of 
the Alameda County Grand Jury 
and Alameda County District 
Attorney to prosecute the police 
murderers, the Committee is 
urging all local students to wear 
black arm bands to school on 
November 1. 

Also, that same afternoon from 
12:00 p.m. to 1:30 p.m. a large 
rally is scheduled to take place 
in the auditorium of Laney 
College. The featured speaker at 
the event will be Mrs. Mattie 
Shepperd, the mother of the 
murdered youth, who spearhead- 
ed the year-long drive to obtain 
justice for her son. Organizing 
slogans for the rally are: ‘‘Prose- 
cute the Murderers of Tyrone 
Guyton’ and '‘Stop Police Attacks 
on the People.” 

The movement to demand 
justice for Tyrone Guyton has 
been highlighted in the past by a 
rally at Bobby Hutton Memorial 
(ре Fremery) Park in West 
Oakland in May, attended by over 
3,000 concerned citizens and an 
initial rally at the Community 
Learning Center in February, 
attended by over 600 people. In 
addition, over 15,000 persons

(Oakland, Calif.) - Survival 
worker volunteers from the 
People’s Free Medical Research 
Health Clinics were back on the 
streets last week giving free tests 
for the deadly blood disease 
Sickle Cell Anemia at busy 
locations throughout the city. 

More than 100 people were 
tested for this crippling disease at 
sites in downtown Oakland and in 
East Oakland during the past 
week by yolunteer workers from 
the Clinics’ Sickle Cell Anemia 
Research Foundation. 

The tables from which the tests 
were given contained informative 
brochures about Sickle Cell Ane- 
mia and leaflets which describe 
the important work of the Peo- 
ple’s Free Medical Research 
Health Clinics. The tables are 
surrounded by eye-catching pho- 
tographie aides and charts which 
help explain this dreadful blood 
disease, whose victims are 98 per 
cent Black.

hensive program includes Out- 
Reach door-to-door screening 
teams which go out into the 
community to test for Sickle Cell 
Anemia; а national advisory 
committee of doctors to research 
the disease; genetic counseling; 
and follow-up referral for those 
with positive tests. 

The People’s Free Medical 
Research Health Clinics estab- 
lished the first Sickle Cell Anemia 
Research Foundation in the coun- 
try in 1971, Since then the 
program has been supported 
totally by the public with no 
government funding. 

For this reason, volunteer 
survival workers from the Clinies, 
headquartered at 3236 Adeline 
Street in Berkeley, California, 
solicit funds from the public at 
many locations throughout the 
northern California area, Unlike 
other programs, however, the 
funds collected by the Clinics are 
not squandered away on large 
administrative salaries. Since 
most of the Clinies’ workers are 
volunteers, 80 per cent of the 
contributions go directly into the 
important work of testing and 
finding a cure for Sickle Cell 
Anemia. 

The San Francisco police de- 
partment has recently warned the 
public against donating to phony 
Sickle Cell Anemia programs. 
Agreeing with this, the People’s 
Free Medical Research Health 
Clinics are distributing leaflets 
urging the public to give to 
properly identified solicitors only. 

Survival workers from е 
People’s Free Medical Research 
Health Clinics can be identified 
by the identification card bearing 
the solicitors picture, which all 
authorized Clinic Volunteers pos- 
sess 

Donations are always urgently

COMMUNAL LIVING AIDS PRESCHOOL 
DEVELOPMENT 


(Oakland, Calif.) - Black and 
poor working parents with pre- 
school age children desire to 
leave their children in the care of 
people who will not only love 
them and see that their needs are 
met but will also teach thom 
conerete things about the world in 
which they live. The Child 
Development Center (CDC), East 
Oakland’s model school for pre- 
school age children, meets both 
these needs with the unique 
educational program it offers, 

Unlike most nursery schools or 
other schools for preschool age 
children, the CDC operates 24 
hours а day, seven days a week, 
meeting а real need in the Black 
and poor community. Children 
are enrolled at the unusually 
early ages of two to three months, 
and nine to ten months, depend- 
ing on the individual child. 

CDC children start their 
“classes'’ at опе and-a-half, The 
younger children learn how to 
identify colors and various geo- 
metric shapes and begin to mold 
clay. The older children, ages two 
and-a-half lo three, learn one or 
two numbers and the first letter 
of their names, Many can write 
the first letter of their names and 
in a few cases, can write their 
first names.

Infants at the Child Development Center play with educational toys.. 
The children live together communally throughout the week. 


Through their well-trained in- 
Structors, several of whom are 
parents of the children, they leans 
the importance of eating good, 
nutritious food from the table. 
Throwing ‘ood and wasting it is 
discourage and results in some 
line to correct the 
child's behavior. 

Never confined to their class- 
rooms or their cribs, the children 
take frequent field trips as part of 
their learning experience. They 
visit aquariums, zoos айа other 
places where there are animals, 
in particular; they go to giseery 
stores, where different foods are 
pointed out to them, and hard- 


ware stores and visit the beach 
and take bus rides. They have 
also taken a ride on BART (Bay 
Area Rapid Transit). 

Like the Intercommunal Youth 
Institute (which many of the CDC 
children will one day attend), the 
entire world is the children’s 
classroom, 

At the CDC emphasis is placed 
on the children learning the 
different parts of the body. Ms. 
Patsie Brown, CDC director, 
explains thal this is done so that 
the children will “not be isolated 
from their bodies. They learn 
more about themselves, how to

BLACK 
HISTORY 


OCTOBER 23, 1775 


The Continental Congress for 
the 13 American colonies ар- 
proved a resolution barring 
Black people from the revolu- 
tionary armed forces on October 
23, 1775. 


OCTOBER 24, 1923 


A report issued by the Depart- 
ment of Labor on October 24, 
1923, estimated that almost 
500,000 Black people fled racist 
terror and oppression іп the 
deep South during the previous 
12 menths. 


i OCTOBER 23, 1947 


On October 23, 1947, an 
NAACP petition on racial injus- 
tices and bigotry in America, 
"Ап Appeal to the World,” was 
formally presented to the United 
Nations. , 


OCTOBER 22, 1963 


Over 225,000 students Боу- 
cotted public schools in the city 
of Chicago on October 22, 1963, 
in a spirited ‘Freedom Day’! 
protest against de facto segre- 
gation in education. 


OCTOBER 25, 1971 


In а gross display of injustice, 
on October 25, 1971, - Cook 
County Court Judge Philip Ro- 
miti acquitted state’s attorney 
Edward Hanrahan and 13 police 
codefendants of charges of 
conspiring to obstruct justice in 
the predawn assassinations of 
Black Panther Party leaders 
Fred Hampton and Mark Clark 
on December 4, 1969. Black 
communities throughout the 
country were outraged by the 
verdict, 


OCTOBER 27, 1972 


On Octoher 27, 1972, $1 Black 
and Puerto Rican students living 
in a housing project in an 
overcrowded area of Canarsic, 
N.Y., were bused to a neighbor- 
ing high school attended by 
mostly working-class Whites, 


The Canarsie White parents 
immediately organized a school 
boycott lasting until November 
9, when a new zoning plan to 
“equalize integration” was de- 
vised.

INTERVIEW 
WITH JOHN 


GEORGE ON 
FOX 


RESTAURANT 
INCIDENT 


(Oakland, Calif.) - Brother 
John George, a prominent and 
well-respected Black attorney 
here, has been secured to handle 
the cases of two Black Panther 
Party members chärged in the 
prearranged police attack upon 
Huey P. Newton and eight other 
Party. members at the Fox 
Restaurant on July 30. (See 
related story, this page.) 

Brother George is defending 
Party members Robert Heard and 
Flores Forbes, both of whom 
were arrested at the Fox Restau- 
rant for alleged assault on police 
officers. 

Last week, THE BLACK 
PANTHER interviewed John 
George on a wide variety of 
subjects at his new, nicely 
decorated office at 120 11th Stre 
here and at the Oakland Munici- 
pal Court, where he was prepar- 


g to represent Flores Forbes at 
тенеу hearing. Just prior 


to our initial interview, Attorney 
George had won a small but 
significant victory in Robert 
Heard’s hearing, succeeding in 
getting the prosecution to drop 
the charge of “harboring” (lodg- 
ed against Mr. Heard in а related 
sensationalized case in- 
ig Brother Huey and a 
tailor) for lack of evidence. 


Commenting on the differences 
between the two cases, Brother 
George separated the evening at 
the Fox into two phases, the first 
involving harassment by two 
undercover Oakland policemen 
and the second including the 
mysterious involvement of an

FORMER BLACK OAKLAND COP TESTIFIES 
MEMBER 


AGAINST B.P.P. 


(Oakland, Calif.) - The princi- 
pal witness at last week's prelim- 
inary hearing for Brother Flores 
Forbes — a Black Panther Party 
member facing false felony 
charges for participating in a 
casual conversation with Huey P. 
Newton at the Fox Restaurant on 
July 30 and thereby being the 
victim of a pre-arranged police 
attack—is an acknowledged thief 
and a known liar, seemingly also 
suffering from misguided delu- 
sions of grandeur and bad 
inferiority feelings about being 
Black. 

That, in a nutshell, character- 
izes former Oakland vice squad 
officer George Whitfield, who 
was fired from the Oakland Police

aggressor, and prodded by guilt 
and fear, begins to act in the 
manner of the aggressor. The 
“identification with the aggres- 
зог” phenomenon is listed as an 
“ego defense mechanism” be- 
cause- it allows the person to 
delude himself and transform 
feelings of inferiority into feelings 
of superiority. 

Afler carefully listening to 
George Whitfield’s testimony on 
the stand last week, particularly 
under the skilled cross-examina- 
tion conducted by Forbes’ attor- 
ney, John George, and investi- 
gating the Fox incident from 
other sources, it is this reporter's 
belief that the prior-discussion of 
the “identification with the ag- 
gressor’™ phenomena is totally 
appropriate (and totally accurate 
as well). 

The facts speak for themselve: 

А veteran on the Oakland 
Police Department's vice squad 
underground unit for two and 
one-half years, George Whitfield 
was caught red-handed by secur- 
ity guards at a Sears store in San 
Francisco's Mission district pock- 


eting а 85, 20-foot-long tape 
measure after removing the price 
tag. 


Confronted ` by the Sears 
guards, Whitfield arrogantly бей, 
claiming he bought the tape 
measure at another Sears store 
three weeks eatlicr. However, 
investigators quickly discovered 
that the other Scars store did not 
even stock the type of tape 
measure found in Whitfield’s 
pocket. 

Media reports that Whitfield 
also failed a lie detector test carry 
the implication that, to the end, 
Whilficld ‘stubbornly refused to 
admit his guilt.

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WATERGATE COVER-UP 


TRIAL BEGINS 


(Washington, D.C.) - Charac- 
terizing the Watergate conspiracy 
as “ап effort to cover up the facts 
and obstruet the investigation by 
the most powerful in the govern- 
ment of the United States...that 
involved the participation of even 
the President himself,” assistant 


special prosecutor Richard Ben-, 


Veniste opened the government's 
case last week against five men 
— three of whom were once top 
aides of ex-President Richard 
Nixon — charged with the central 
conspiracy to cbstruct the inves- 
tigation of the break-in at Demo- 
cratic National Headquarters on 
June 17, 1972. 

John Ebrlichman, former chief 
domestic advisor to Nixon; H.R. 
“Bob” Haldeman, Nixon's for- 
mer chief of staff; John N. 
Mitchell, the former attorney 
general; and Kenneth W, Parkin- 
son, an attorney for the Commit- 
tee for the Re-Election of the, 
President (CREEP), are also 
charged with obstruction of jus- 
tice. Mitchell, Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman face additional counts 
of lying to various authorities. 
Robert С. Mardian, a former 
assistant attorney general who 
was an official of CREEP, is only 
charged with the central conspir- 
acy to obstruct the Watergate 
investigation. 

John W. Dean ПТ, Nixon’s 
one-time White House Counsel 
who, along with Mitchell, Halde- 
man and Ehrlichman, were part 
of the former President's corrupt 
inner circle, now faces the trio as 
their chief accuser. Dean's testi- 
mony, combined with Nixon’s 
White House tape recordings, is 
the basis of the prosecution's 
case. 

Referring to Dean, Ben-Veniste 
said in his opening statement that 
Nixon, selfishly seeking to save 
his own skin, commented on one 
tape, “give the investigators an 
hors d'oeuvre; maybe they won't 
come back for the main course,” 
Dean, having no desire to be the 
“hors d'oeuvre,” subsequently 
made a public announcement that 
he would not be a ‘scapegoat’ 
for the Watergate scandal and 
blew the lid off the cover-up 
conspiracy. 

Haldeman and Ehrlichman, 
once two of Nixon's staunchest, 
most loyal aides, are now only 
concerned with saving them- 
selves. In legal papers made 
public on October 11, they placed 
much of the blame for the 
cover-up on Nixon, contending 
that in the summer of 1972 they 
urged him to make ‘‘a full and 
complete disclosure” of the af- 
air. 

According to Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman, Nixon’s testimony is 


central to their defense. The legal 
papers were a formal request to 
Judge John’ J. Sirica for a 
postponement of the trial so the 
two defendants could take Nix- 
on’s testimony by deposition (a 
written statement). The former 
President's doctors claim thai his 
health would be endangered by 
traveling to Washington to testify 
and have asked that the subpoena 
for his appearance be dismissed. 
The prosecutors have urged 
Judge Sirica to send three doctors 
to California to examine Nixon 
and determine the true state of 
his health. 

William 5. Frates, attorney for 
Ehrlichman, ‘opened his client’s 
defense by charging that Nixon 
had covered up the Watergate 
affair “‘to save his own neck” and 
that Ehrlichman had been “Һай” 
by the President. “Richard Nix- 
on,” Frates said in an emotional 
opening statement to the jury of 
nine women and three men, “lied 
to and used John Ehrlichman to 


cover up his own knowledge and- 


actions,” 

Dean, released from Federal 
prison to testify at the trial, 
accused Ehrlichman of directing 
him to destroy evidence in the 
Watergate case and of ordering 
him to put pressure on the deputy 
director of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency to help the original 
Watergate burglars. The former 
White House counsel also testi. 
fied that Mitchell and Mardian 
had conspired to create a story 
justifying the transfer of $200,000 
in campaign funds to опе of the 
Watergate burglars. 

Dean testified over repeated 
objections by defense counsel. 
Nearly all. of those objections 
Sirica overruled, sometimes fol- 
lowing angry bickering between 
the prosecution and the defense. 
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ПІ, chief 
Watergate prosecution witness. 


‘Most of the prosecution's char- 
ges are a familiar repetition of 
findings or accusations heard 
before the Senate Watergate 
Committee's televised hearings 
in 1973, or before the House 
Judiciary Committee's impeach- 
ment proceedings. However, 
there were new charges. 

Ben-Venisterevealedthat$400,- 
000 had been paid as hush money 
to the original Watergate defend- 
ants and that some of this money 
had come from funds held in 
Florida by Charles G. (Bebe) 
Rebozo, Nixon’s close friend, who 
is rumored to have Mafia connec- 


tions. Siler ee

where as the median White 
family income increased 6.1 , 
per cent to $12,593 in the same

RACIAL VIOLENCE 
AT GALILEO HIGH 
SCHOOL 


(San Francisco, Calif.) - “They 
{the police) are going to keep 
messing with the Blacks until 
they explode. We come down 
here to learn. We know we're all 
out of our district. We didn’t ask 
to come here. They brought us 
here: They call themselves de- 
segregating the schools. We 
don’t want to come down Вете.”' 

These words of outrage were 
spoken by Ms. Yolanda ‘Lacey, 
17, a senior at Galileo High 
School here, which recently ex- 
perienced racial violence, mainly 
between Black and Chinese stu- 
dents. Her views are similar to 
those of ‘other Black students 
interviewed by THE BLACK 
PANTHER at the predominantly 
‘Asian school. 

“Tt is not fair how they 
integrated some of these high 
schools, "' said Karen Young, 16, 
also a senior. “How come they 


didn't bus some of the Chinese 


out, and bring in more Blacks and 
Whites ?” i 

Many Black students feel that 
the present racial composition at 
Galileo is maintained because the 
administration does not care 
about Blacks and Chinese stu- 
dents fighting cach other. Chi- 
nese students make up about 50 
per cent bf the school; Black 
pupils are 25 per cent; Whites, 
Philipinos, Samoans and others 
constitute about 25 per cent. 

The Black students charge that 
when racial friction occurs, the 
police always attack the Black 
people involved. Citing one ex- 
ample, Ms. Lacey said, “There 
were a fow Black students on a 
bus (taking them home from 
school}. Something had happened 
on one of the other buses, so they 
stopped all of them. The police 
jumped on the bus and said, ‘All 
right, all you Black people stand 
up.’ Then they threw one brother 
through the window head first. 
Aflerwards,they sprayed mace ог 
something in his eye. Then they 
threw me up against the window, 
searched me and handcuffed me. 
Men frisked me and made me 
stand out there for an hour, ” she 
said. 

As a result of these violations 
of her rights, Ms. Lacey said her 
mother is filing a suit against the 
police,

FORD DENIES FEDERAL TROOPS 


MASS. 
GOVERNOR 


MOBILIZES 


NATIONAL 
GUARD 


(Boston, Mass.) - Four hundred 
National Guardsmen were alerted 
and mobilized in armories 
throughout this racially troubled 
city last week, as tensions first 
mounted and then subsided 
slightly in the fifth week of a 
federal court ordered school 
desegregation plan here. 

The mobilization, though short 
of actual deployment, is the first 
instance of National Guard troops 
being activated to enforce а 
desegregation order in the North 
in U.S. history. 

Ironically, but typically, Gov. 
Francis Sargent's activation of 
the National Guard came not in 
response to the alarming acts of 
White terrorism in South Boston, 
the center of resistance for the 
racist antibusing forces, but was 
made at ап afternoon news 
conference last Tuesday, October 
15, after seven students, all 
White, were injured in Black- 
White confrontations at Hyde 
Park High School during a class 
change. Buses bringing Black 
students to school had been 
bombarded by rocks and bricks 
that morning and the racial taunts 
by White students in the hallways 
had prompted the incidents.

Already on record as opposed 
to the National Guard’s deploy- 
ment, White commented „that, 
“We cannot allow this city to 
become another Detroit, where it 
took dozens of civilian deaths at 
the hands of police and national 
guardsmen lo bring in federal 
troops to restore order.” White's 
petition for 125 federal marshals 
was turned down in federal court. 

Meanwhile, the F.B.I. last 
week arrested two White South 
Boston men, charging them with 
Federal civil rights violations in 
the beating of a Black man. The 
two men, both White, were 
charged in the vicious beating of 
Andre Yvon Jean, who was 
attacked by a White mob of over 
300 two weeks ago when his car 
got stuck in traffic in South 
Boston. A picture of Mr. Jean 
flecing in terror from the racists 
has been flashed throughout the 
world, The arrest was the first 
federal law enforcement action 
taken and follows the arrival here 
of five Justice Department law- 
yers on Monday, Qctober 14. 
Approximately 70 cases of possi- 
ble civil rights violations have 
already been filed. 

Earlier last week, on Sunday,

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“BROWN LUNG” DISEASE HITS SOUTHERN TEXTILE 


INDUSTRY 


(Roanoke Rapids, N.C.) - U.S. 
textile workers, an increasing 
number of whom in the South, 
where the industry is overwhelm- 
ingly concentrated, are Black, 
have begun to organize to fight a 
disease called byssinosis ог 
“brown lung,” ап epidemic 
disease kept under cover by the 
racist textile industry and federal 
government 

Brown lung is contracted by 
breathing miczoscopic particles of 
cotton dust ia the factory air, 
particularly in those areas of the 
mill where the cotton is closest to 
its original state —in the opening, 
carding and spinning rooms. 

Symptoms include tightness 
and shortness of breath, most 
noticeable on Monday mornings 
or on the first shift Баск at work 
after а break. Later these’ symp- 
toms will persist throughout the 
week and if exposure continues, 
the textile workers eventually 
develop an incurable and disabl- 
ing condition similar to chronic 
bronchitis or coal miners’ “black 
lung” disease. 

Brown lung is difficult. to 
diagnose because it dosen’t show 
up on an x ray but reveals itself 
primarily through the victim‘s 
clinical history. 

Exact statistics on how many 
cotton textile mill workers have 
died from byssinosis are unavail- 
able, The number of workers who 
are compensated for it is almost 
nonexistent, Because the toxtile 
industry in the South remains 
largely nonunionized, no state or 
company plans exist to reimburse 
workers for the medical expenses 
they have as a result of the 
disease. 

Tt was not until the early 1960s 
that a team of British doctors 
came to the U.S. and discovered 
thal there was brown lung 
“epidemic” in the American 
textile industry. Industry officials 
and the government, unwilling to 
spend money to do whatever was 
necessary to make their plants 
safe, had arbitrarily decided that 
the disease did not exist. 

The Textile Workers Union of 
America (TWUA), which recent- 
ly, ав a result of strong Black 
support won union status at the 
J.P. Stevens & Со. mills here (see 
THE BLACK PANTHER, Octo- 
ber 12, 1974), and consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader have 
raised the issue of brown hmg 
repeatedly. It was part of the 
lengthy debate that preceded 
passage of the ineffective 1970. 
federal Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA).

‘byssinosis,’ a thing thought up 
by (corrupt) doctors who attended

Up until now, textile workers 
and their supporters have made 
little or no headway in fighting 
industry tactics and attitudes 
such as that exemplified in the 
trade magazine editorial.

CORPORATIONS “WIN.” BIGGER Ў 
PROFITS IN FORD ADMINISTRATION: 
INFLATION PLAN 


The following analysis of Pre- 
sident Ford's new economic 
program by radical Berkeley 
researcher Marty Gellen reveals 
the President's so-called anti-in- 
flation measures for what they 
really are—a scheme to keep big 
business profiting while the peo- 
ple sacrifice and suffer. 


The economie program pre- 
sented by President Ford two 
weeks ago wus extremely discon- 
certing. Ford's political function 
is to “reassure” everyone after 
the scandals and horrors of the 
Nixon administration, but what 
he proposed last week wasn’t 
very reassuring. About the only 
substance he could offer the 
American people was a lapel 
button emblazoned with the 
word “WIN,” which stands for 
“Whip Inflation Now,” 

The Ford economic program is 
a grab bag of compromises, 
concessions to vested interests, 
and symbolic gestures. It will not 
slow inflation. It will not reduce 
unemployment. Nor will it solve 
the energy crisis. 

The main features of his 
program are: (1) a 5% tax sur- 
charge on middle income families 
that will raise their annual tax 
bills by $100-8300 annually; (2) 
special tax credits and deductions 
for corporations which will de- 
prive the U.S, Treasury of 
upwards of $4 billion annually 
and help to raise corporate 
profits;(3) a proposal that would 
force many electric power plants 
to phase out oil and gas by 1980 
and convert to coal or nuclear 
energy. 

Even the U.S. business press 
was unimpressed. Business 
Week called it “an anti-inflation 
plan that nibbles at the edges,” 
and added that if fighting infla- 
tion requires sacrifice, then 
Ford's economic program “itself 
may be the one thing Americans 
can agree on sacrificing.” The 
Wall Street Journaldescribeditas 
a “‘carefully balanced set of 
committee-built compromises” 
that is likely to please no one. 


What Ford has done is dig into 
the bag of economic policy tricks 
which have been developed over 
the past thirty years and come up 
with a few that have worked in 
the past. However, because of the 
enormous tangle of contradictions 
and conflicting interests in the 
United States today, he combined 


these tricks with some crumbs 
for ull those people he has to 
reassure. 

But, many economists doubt if 
the old tricks can work under 
today’s conditions and people 
aren't too appreciative of the 
crumbs either. 

Take his tax measures for 
example. The tax surcharge is 
supposed to fall on families with 
incomes above 515,000 annually. 
Recause of their inability to take 
advantage of innumerable tax 
loopholes, the surcharge will hit 
families of working people hard- 
est, while people in the $25,000- 
$60,000 a year bracket will be 
only mildly affected. 

With few deductions, a family 
with an income of 820,000 per 
year would have to pay an 
additional $150 in taxes, But if 
the family can take a lot of 
deduction it wouldn't pay more 
than another $24 in extra taxes. 

Ford says his plan will provide 
tax relief for lower income 
people. But Benjamin Okner of

DELLUMS’ CORNER 
PEOPLE'S ENERGY POLICY PROPOSED 


(Washington, D.C.) - The formulation of a national energy policy 
with the American people and Congress playing a major role in the 
decision-making process has been proposed by U.S. Rep. Ronald У. 
Dellums. _ 

Ina letter to President Gerald Ford, Dellums expressed the need 
for a realistic and comprehensive plan to meet energy needs. The 
California congressman referred to the public hearings held on 
Project Independence, a plan which calls for energy self-sufficiency 
by 1980. 

According to Dellums, responsible spokespersons of industry and 
energy-related agencies, as well as consumer and environmental 
organizations, have expressed doubts about the technical and 
economic practicality of energy self-sufficiency 

In another matter, the Bay Area representative has followed up 
his demand last month for Congressional control of the CIA (Central 
Intelligence Agency) by introducing legislation to sharply limit the 
Ageney’s activ: 

Dellums said that it is urgent that the interventionist role of the 
CIA be eliminated. Speaking on the floor of the House of 
Representatives, he noted, ‘‘When these illegal and ill-conceived 
activities come to light (such as U.S. involvement in the overthrow of

Dellums’ bill would strengthen Congressional oversight, insure 
civilian control of the Agency and prohibit activities to overthrow 
foreign governements as well as prohibit domestic intelligence 
activities.

With lower taxes, corporations 
can declare higher profits, higher 
dividends. The higher profits and 
dividends can then he used as the 


cies; or buy real estate. Tax 
credits for corporations are tax 
cuts, and thus redistributes the 
wealth in favor of corporations. 

Ford’s answer to rising unem- 
ployment in America's ghettoes 
is а meager $750 million Public 
Employment Progtam. If unem- 
ployment nationwide reaches 7 
per cent, that Public Employment 
expenditure might be raised to $1 
billion.

WHITE RACISTS BURN BLACK 
FAMILY’S HOME IN OAKLAND 


HILLS 


(Oakland, Calif.) - After Whites 
declared that there were too 
many Black people moving into 
the area, a home being built by a 
Black family in the Oakland Hills 
was burnt to the ground last 
week. Battalion Fire Chief James 
A. Powers said the cause of the 
fire was definitely arson. 

A short time before the fire, 
_racist remarks such as “Nigger, 
you'll never finish,” and “Burn, 
Baby, Burn,” were written on all 
the windows of the five-bedroom 
home. The fire was not the first 
attempt to destroy the home, 
which was being built by Marie 
and Elder Yarborough at 4491 
Ziegler Lane, near Chabot Lake. 

Since the house first went 
under construction about nine 
months ago, racists had torn 
down the frame and done other 
damage to the home, which was 
valued at over $50,000. It took 40 
firemen using eight pieces of 
equipment to bring the fire under 
control. The blaze broke out 
about 1 a.m. on October 17. 

Police have failed to find the 
persons responsible for the fire or 
the vandalism, But, said Ms. 
Yarborough, it had to be someone 
in the neighborhood who “knew 
when we were leaving and 
coming, and who knew that 
Blacks were building this home for 
themselves.” 

The Yarboroughs, who have 
two children James, 13, and 
Debbie, 12, said the family 
intends to rebuild the house and 
live in it. 

During a meeting of the local 
home association, which the 
Yarboroughs attended, it was 
said that there are “enough 
(Blacks іп the area)’’ and to ‘аке 
the whole thing (house) and move 
it someplace else.” 

Referring to the lack of re- 
sponse to the incident by the 


police and mass media, Ms. 
Yarborough said, ‘They say 
when you need people call them 
and T called and I got no response 
and no help.” О

temporary and last no more than 
six months.

Reach door-to-door screening 
teams and begin work soon on 
their first Foundation Research 
Site. 

The Clinies emphasize that 
throughout northern California 
over one million people must still 
be tested and screened while tens 
of thousands must be counseled 
as to the effects of Sickle Cell 
Anemia and/or receive treat- 
ment. 

There are 60,000 known cases 
of Sickle Cell Anemia in the U.S.; 
one out of every eight Black 
people have Sickle Cell trait, one 
out of 400 have the disease. 
There are many people experien- 
cing great suffering and do not 
know why. These people may 
have Sickle Cell Anemia. There 
are countless others who have 
alrady died from the disease 
Some of them never knew they 
had Sickle Cell Anemia, 
million persons are 
s inherited disease, 
named from the shape of the red 
blood cells in the victim. Sickle 
are long, slender and 
pointed, rather than round, and 
are unable to pass through the 
smaller blood vessels and carry 
vital oxygen to the cells “of the 
body. 

‘The disease makes children 
tired and weak, and prevents 
them from playing as strenuously 
as other children. In infants and 
small children there is usually 
swelling of hands and/or feet 
accompanied by fever and pain. 
Most victims are poorly devel- 
oped physically and frequently 
complain of pain in various parts 
of the body. 

Sickle Cell Anemia victims 
experience recurrent attacks of 
pain called “crises,” that may be 
anywhere in the body. The pain is 
severe and causes the patient to 
scream and assume odd positions 
in an attempt to get relief. These 
are but a few of the symptoms.

order to show the people the 
virtues of armed self-defense. 
This essay represented Brother 
Huey’s response to their criti- 
cisms. 

CONCLUSION 

If these imposters would inves- 
tigate the history of revolution 
they would sec that the vanguard 
group always. starts out, above- 
ground and is driven under- 
ground by the aggressor. The 
Cuban Revolution is an example: 
when FidelCastrostartedtoresist 
the butcher Batista and the 
American running dogs, hebegan 
by speaking publicly on the 
University of Havana campus. He 
was later driven to the hills. His 
impact upon the dispossessed 
people of Cuba was tremendous 
and his teachings were received 
with much respect. When he 
went into hiding, the Cuban 
people searched him out, going to 
the hills to find him and his band 
of twelve.

proach: the revolution in Kenya, 
the Algerian Revolution discussed 
in Fanon's The Wretched of the 
Earth, the Russian Revolution, 
the works of Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung, and a host of others. 

Millions and millions of op- 
pressed people may not know 
members of the vanguard party 
personally but they will learn of 
its activities and its proper

The Black Panther Party for 
Self-Defense teaches that, in the 
finaly analysis the guns, hand 
grenades, bazookas, and other 
equipment necessary for defense 
must be supplied by the power 
structure. As exemplified by the 
Vietcong, these weapons must be 
taken from the oppressor. There- 
fore, the greater the military 
preparation on the part of the 
oppressor, the greater the avail- 
ability of weapons for the Black 
community 

It is believed by some hypo- 
criles that when the people are 
taught by the vanguard group to 
prepare for resistance, this only 
brings “the тап” down on them 
with increasing violence and 
brutality; but the fact is that when 
the man becomes more oppres- 
sive he only heightens revolution-

Investigations Corps amount to more than 
2,000 men. 

The U.S. National Guard and the Air 
National Guard have a force of more than 
20,000 men in Puerto Rico. The U.S. also 
maintains units of the Reserve Corps of the 
U.S. Army in Puerto Rico totaling more than 
25,000 soldiers. 

‘There are also more than 60,000 U.S, 
soldiers, marines and other military personnel 
stationed in bases throughout Puerto Rico. All 
combined this adds up to over 125,000 
government police agents and soldiers on a 
small island with a population of nearly four 
million.

ACQUITTED 


PROTEST REPRESSION 
IN SOUTH KOREA 


(Iwakuni, Japan) - The Iwakuni 
Five — five U.S. Marines arrest- 
ed for asking people to sign 
letters detailing abuses of demo- 
cratic freedoms in South Korea — 
have won a significant victory in 
their court-martial proceedings. 

Four of the Iwakuni Five were 
acquitted. Frank Huff, the most 
vocal at the trial, was give а $200 
fine and demoted one rank. 

The Iwakuni Five are: PVT 
Patrick MacDonald; PVT Hugh 
Dalton; LPCL Gerald W. Mac- 
Cauley; LPCL Robert Falatine; 
and LPCL Frank Huff. All five 
Marines are members of Marines 
Against War (MAW), the first 
Marine chapter of the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War/Win- 
ter Soldier Organization (VVAW/ 
WSO). 

Addressed to Senator J.W. 
Pulbright, chairman of the Senate 
Forcign Relations Committee, the 
letter focused on U.S foreign 
policy and its support of the Park 
Chung Hee regime in South 
Korea. 

“We are over here as a 
‘democracy’ to support an anti- 
democratic government. The U.S. 
military in the Far Fast, in 
general and the MCAS (Marine 
Corp Air Station) in Iwakuni in 
specific, is being used as a scare 
tactic against the people of 
Авіа, "ехрівіпей Frank Huff, опе 
of the Iwakuni Five. 

The Five, who are stationed at 
the MCAS іп Iwakuni, were 
charged with a violation of a local 
Marine order which prohibits 
distribution of a petition off base. 
However, the Marines were 
showing people a letter that only 
one person could sign, 

The defense for the Iwakuni 
Five called on Japanese and 
American witnesses at the courts- 
martial to document repression in 
South Korea. Nicole Geiger, an 
American woman who spent the 
last eight years in Korea and 
Japan, testified that Kim Dae 
Jung, the opposition leader who 
won 46 per cent of the popular 
vote for president in April, 1971, 
is under house arrest in Seoul. 

Ms. Geiger also testified about 
Kim Chi Ha, the Korean poet who 
has repeatedly been suppressed 
by Pak for speaking out against 
inflation, bad labor conditions, 
and the lack of human rights in 
South Korea. Kim now faces a life 
sentence М prison for giving 
money to a group of youths and

favor of democratic rights. 

Fujieta Miyoke, а member of 
the International Committee to 
Save Kim Chi Ha, testified along 
with other witnesses about the 
worldwide opposition to the Park 
regime. 

The Iwakuni Five had wanted 
to use the trials to attack’ the 
constitutionality of the antidis- 
tribution order. However, the 
order still stands. Said a defense 
lawyer after the trial, “Judge 
Lorenz wasn’t interested in апу 
arguments about the unconstitu- 
tionality of the order. He is more 
interested in his own career than 
anything else,” said one defen- 
dant. ыя 
The antidistribution’ order will 
now be attacked from a different 
angle — a civil suit in Washing- 
ton, D.C.—that may have a 
greater chance for success,

skies, as if the mere conclusion of 
agreements between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
would bring detente to the whole 
world and usher in a ‘new stage 
of history,’ namely, а ‘world 
without war.’

(United Nations, N.Y.) - The

NORTHERN IRELAND 
REVOLTS OVER 
BRITISH INTERNMENT 
POLICY 


(Belfast, Northern Ireland) - 
Prisons here have grown quiet 
after several days of open rebel- 
lion by inmates, hut supporters in 
the community have continued 
their intense protests against the 
hated British army and police 
practice of internment—jailing 
people without a trial. 

Reports circulated that some 
inmates were killed in pitched 
battles at the notorious Maze 
prison camp, but а government 
statement claims that only nine 
prisoners were injured, none 
seriously. The Maze, in which 
1,400 men, including 600 sus- 
pected Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) members, are confined, 
was set afire and largely des- 
troyed, 

The Warden of the Armagh 
women’s prison and three women 
officials have been released after 
being taken hostage by rebelling 
women inmates in support of the 
men at the prison camp. Also 
three inmates at Magilligan jail in 
County Londonderry set fire to 
the kitchen and hospital. 

Protests were reported 
throughout Northern Ireland in 
sympathy with the prison actions. 
In Belfast and Londonderry, two 
strongholds of militant Irish 


Catholic opposition to the contin- 
ued British Army presence, cars 
and trucks were hijacked and 
barricades erected. Several buses 
were burned in west Belfast, 
resulting in the withdrawal of bus 
service, and cars were set afire in

The debate will 
mark the first time in U.N. history 
that “the question of Palestine” 
is discussed as a separate agenda 
item, apart from the annual 
assembly debate of Middle East 
problems. 

The resolution on the PLO was 
introduced by the representative 
of Syria, who declared that the 
Palestinians, like any other ‘‘re- 
volutionary peoples,” had chosen 
their leaders and that it was up to 
the U.N. to hear them.

Like Mozambique, where 
FRELIMO (Front for the Libera- 
tion of Mozambique) will assume 
total rule of the country next 
June, Guinea-Bissau faces the 
familiar problems brought on by 
years and years of European ex- 
ploitation and bureaucracy. 
These problems include an un- 
derdeveloped economy; an ili- 
teracy rate of 93.2 per cent that is 
one of the highest in Africa; 
inadequate medical facilities; and 
widespread poverty. 

Agricultural production, the 
basis of the economy, accounting 
for 57 per cent of the Gross 
Domestic Product, is based solely 
on the cultivation of groundnuts, 
Groundnut production fell by 80 
per cent during the war. 

To make matiers worse, CUF, 
one of the largest companies in 
Portugal, virtually controls all 
economic activity in Guinea- 
Bissau. Through numerous sub-

(Lusaka, Zambia) - The latest 
war communique from the Zim- 
babwe African National Libera- 
tion Army (ZANLA), the military 
wing of the Zimbabwe African 
National Union (ZANU), reports 
87 successful ZANLA operations 
in 10 northern and northeastern 
districts of Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) 
in the period between May 17 and 
August 23, 1974. 

During these 37 operations 
ZANLA forces killed 109 enemy 

troops; destroyed five -enemy 
camps and 17 enemy trucks; shot 
down three enemy aircraft and 
damaged another five. 

Among the military operations 
were the following: 

*On May 19 in the heart of 
the Mt. Darwin District, ZANLA 
forces successfully laid ambush 
against enemy “puppet (Black) 
troops,” three of whom were 
killed and several others wound- 
ed. 

*At Chahwanda Village оп Мау 
20, ZANLA units in the area 
successfully defeated enemy 
forces who had been sent into the 
area, Inthe'counterattack, ZANU- 
LA forces shot down one enemy 
helicopter, killed two enemy 
puppet troops and dispersed the 
remaining enemy forces. 

Numerous enemy vehicles and 
posts were destroyed during the 
recent ZANLA offensive as well. 

On July 2, on a road near 
Chahwanda Village, an enemy 
petrol-supplies truck was burned 
to ashes by a ZANLA landmine. 
Both the soldier-driver and his 
assistant were killed.

(Lusaka, Zambia) - The racist 
Tan Smith government of Rhode- 
sia, faced with certain defeat by 
the Zimbabwe African National 
Union (ZANU), has adopted a 
1974-75 budget earmarking near- 
ly 25 per cent of total expen- 
ditures for military and security 
operations against ZANU. 

The August, 1974, issue of 
Zimbabwe News, the official 
organ of ZANU, which is Zim- 
babwe's (Rhodesia’s) leading 
Black revolutionary political par- 
ty, reporls а $538.8 million 
1974-75 budget for Rhodesia, an 
11.2 per cent increase over last 
year's budget of $473.1 million. 
Of the $538.8 million, $83.5 
million has been appropriated for 
direct security and police ex- 
penditures. 

In blatant disregard for the 
welfare of the country’s Black 
majority, the Smith government 
has decreased the budgets of 
ministries, such as those which

A United Nations symposium 
meeting recently in Cocoyoe, 
Mexico, has urged a massive 
redistribution of economic wealth 
and resources in order to save а 
large part of the world from 
starving. The international pan- 
el of experts predicted that the 
“international power structure”’ 
would try to resist such а 
redistribution by economic man- 
ipulation, embargoes, “'subver- 
sive use of intelligence agencies, 
repression including torture... 
even full-scale intervention.” In 
a blunt. message to countries 
contemplating such methods, 
the U.N. panel said: “Hands off. 
Leave countries to find their own 
road to а fuller life for their 
citizens.” 


SOUTH VIETNAM

said last week that his organi- 
zation would refuse to negotiate

“LUCIA” DEPICTS WOMEN’S ROLE IN 
CUBAN REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE 


(San Francisco, Calif.) -Lucia 
—16 minutes long, filmed in black 
and white, covering over 70 years 
of Cuban revolutionary strug- 
gle—is a series of three love 
stories in Spanish with English 
subtitles which are well worth 
wading through. Besides being a 
series of love stories, Lucia is an 
expose of the individual roles 
played by Cuban women in the 
three eras depicted in the film. 

The first episode, which takes 
place in 1895, carries a more 
serious mood than the succeeding 
scenes, Women during these 
years were restricted more to the 
home than to the fields or combat 
zones, Lucia, a member of the 
Creole aristocracy (Cuban with 
Spanish ancestry) was rapidly 
approaching old maid status. 
Duped into falling in love wilh a 
Spanish businessman who claim- 
ed no interest in the politics of 
war, she is tricked by her lover 
into. revealing the location. of a 
major guerrilla stronghold. Lucia 
is driven to insanity when the 


subsequent onslaught by Spanish’ 


soldiers on the stronghold leaves 
her brother (a member of the 
guerrillas) dead. With the weight 
of her act driving her more 
insane, she seeks her one-time 
lover and stabs him for all she's 
worth 


The second series begins in 
1933, with the guerillas having 
successfully defeated the Spanish 
army but with the island having 
fallen under the control of the 
U.S, Lucia’s husband, a member

of the guerrillas, is intent on 
keeping alive the spirit of the 
revolution and the desire to 
overthrow the puppet governor. 
Giving great moral and strategic 
support, Lucia and other women 
of the struggle maintain the unity 
between the revolutionary man 
and his woman. Becoming frus- 
trated with the growing com- 
placency among the masses, her 
husband takes the furtherance of 
the struggle into his own hands, 
Going to the capital of Havana, he 
assassinates several puppet offi- 
cials and dies in a hail of bullets. 
Lucia “is grieved, but she is 
strong! 

With the final destruction of 
Batista—the CIA’s “man in 
Havana’’— by Fidel Castro and 
the revolutionaires, the 1960s 15 
the stage for the last, light and 
sometimes humorous saga. 

The new era brings programs 
of urban and agrarian develop- 
ment, free schooling and hospit- 
alization. Lucia in this scene is 
the young and beautiful wife of a 
young farmer who-refuses to 
accept the changing, more visible 
role of women under the new 
government. 

Regardless of her husband’s 
attempts to keep her at home— 
away from men and the ficlds— 
Lucia learns to read from a young 
teacher who is part of the national 
campaign against illiteracy. 
Stricken with uncontrollable jea- 
lousy (which leads the audience 
to frequent laughter), the hus- 
band finally drives his bride 


away. Their getting back together 
is based on the same old 
“breaking up to make up” 


routine with the aid of older and 
wiser people of the town, 

Overall, the three individual 
stories are not as important as the 
scenes of the development of the 
island’s struggle which are un- 
folded around these episodes. 
One can see the gradual develop- 
ment of women from their 
off-the-scene roles to their ed- 
ucation and subsequent activity 
in developing the country. 

Lucia is not а film for enter- 
tainment, but if you can survive 
the Spanish speaking and Eng- 
lish subtitles and keep up with 
each new development in the 
country, you may find yourself 
enjoying the movie,

At another point in the prelimi- 
nary hearings, when Judge Taber 
allowed one of the four references 
to be made ‘concerning the 
participation of federal Alcohol, 
Firearms and Tobacco Depart- 
ment agent J.J. Newberry, Whit- 
field incredibly denied ever see- 
ing Newberry on the scene that 
night, whereas others have said 
that Newberry was in charge of 
the entire operation, and no one 
(besides Whitfield) has said that 
Newberry was not there. 

Surprisingly, too, Whitfield 
displayed no bitterness about 
being fired, fraternizing with 
other policemen in the hallway in 
front of the courtroom and 
consistently referring to another 
Black cop аз “шу partner,” 
rather than ‘пу former part- 
пег." 

Instead, one got the feeling 
that Whitfield was enjoying some 
kind of weird pleasure at being 
able to testify against Brother 
Forbes and the Black Panther 
Party, This feeling was reinforced 
when, every so often, Whitfield’s 
head wouldpopup overthe top of 


the judge's desk and look at the 
spectators on the opposite side of 
the room as if to make sure ће 
was getting their attention, 

Sadly, however, in that court- 
room drama of Black against 
Black, Whitfield’s testimony, 
backed by two While sergeants, 
was sufficient for Judge Taber to 
move Brother Forbes’ next hear- 
ing to Alameda County Superior 
Court on November 1, where а 
railroad trial is likely to take 
place. Whitfield is also a principal 
witness in the frame-up of 
Brother Robert Heard, also false- 
ly arrested at the Fox on July 30. 
Although he failed to attend 
Brother Heard’s last preliminary 
hearing, Whitfield will undoubi- 
edly be there for the trial. 

Black against Black helps no 
one but our common oppressor, 
Whitfield’s former bosses, al- 
though he would probably leave 
out ће word ‘former’ ав he did 
that day in court, Someone 15 
obviously lying.

spirited busing rally at the Boston s 
Commons.

Middle East question is still far 
from being settled. 

“The essence of the Middle 
East question lies in Israeli 
Zionist aggression and the con- 
tention between the two super- 
powers, the United States and the 
Soviet Union, for hegemony in 
the Middle East versus the 
struggle of the Palestinian and 
other Arab peoples against ag- 
gression and hegemonism... 

“Restoration of Palestinian na- 
tional rights and recovery of the 
lost Arab territories form an 
integral struggle.

“Inspired by the victorious 
struggle which the Arab countries 
and peope waged with oil as a 
weapon, the Third World coun-

Dear Editor, 

A few months ago you had printed my letter requesting for some kind soul to 
donate me some law books, as I had told you 1 am serving a ninety-nine year 
sentence. Well Т regret that out of the estimated twenty-two million Black 
people in North Amerikkka, only two had enough compassion and concern to 
write to me. They did not have any law material because they both were 
youngsters, not even nineteen years of age. 

T have one Jast favor to ask of you: please print this letter? 

We can rule, but how? What happened to the Black guerrillas? Where is the 
artillery? And what has happened to the revolution Black people were talking 
about? How long will our people continue to stand on the sideline and bow their 
heads in approval when some barbaric creature shoots down our innocent 
people in cold blood? 

The сту for liberation and independence is dying. ‘The enemy has won again 
The concentration camps of this prison North Amerikkka are overflowing with 
Black people, At a very rapid rate the population of these concentration camps 
are increasing with Black people; five and six stuffed im a cell no larger than a 
public rest room. 

Blood of our deceased brothers and sisters who have fell victim to the 
ever-stalking monster, flows in the littered streets of the prison North 
Amerikkka. The ghosts of our aficestors are disappointed in us, because it was 
us, their children, they prayed would avenge them. Their blood is frowning, 
moaning from the cold realization that the would-be Black revolutionary has 
forsaken them: betrayed them 

Where is that Black militant that used to stand on the college campus 
grounds and throw his Black fist up in salute to Black power? Has he become а 
part of the Black middle class also? The blood of those who have died for the 
Black cause are asking the same question, Now the brothers who are in the 
concentration camps must ask also. 

Akter centuries of slavery on the plantation, taking bullshit from some 
savage, then after our so-called freedom, we suffer more centuries of out-right 
cold-blooded murder, oppression; and our people still stick their heads:

They say history repeats itself, 1 guess whoever brought that saying into 
awareness was right. These people are still repeating the ignorance they'd 
displayed on the slave plantation. I must congratulate you, Mr. Negro, who 
doesn’t care for his people: who is wondering what is going to happen next; 
‘who is wondering what is becoming of the world. Mr. Ass-licker, you have been 
awarded the Ph.d. in “'Регбду.” 1 hope you enjoy your honor, your degree, 
because when we are gone, you are next on the list to go.

ends, and no matter how many 
games you ‘win’ (or how much 
you ‘‘всоге”’), each day the game 
begins anew. Which is probably 
why Mailer describes himself as 
“The Prisoner of Sex.” 

The upper class, which, by 
virtue of its privileged social 
position, never has to produce 
that much of anything, can easily 
afford to have other, more 
“humanistic,” standards of 
manhood involving an emphasis 
on process rather than product, 
as well as vague ideals of what it 
calls human dignity. Working 
class men, and particularly the 
men of the so-called minority 
groups, however, often are stuck 
in such boring and abrasive jobs 
that their main consolation all too 
often lies in this repressive defi- 
nition of *‘masculinity."’ 

Particularly so, since this em- 
phasis on machismo provides the 
ideological rationale for domi- 
nating one’s women and identi- 
fying with one’s own group's 
super-masculine sports heroes. 
These then become the main sops 
in a workingman's life, after his 
job and boss have robbed him of a 
large part of his potential for 
creativity and self-actualization 
and rea! involvement in his work, 
At this point he is apparently ripe 
to become ‘‘one of the boys” by 
consuming the big 
game as a “fan,” and afterward 
“talking а good game’? with the 
guys, Not really much of a
